RSA 76:11 provides for delivery of the list (warrant to the collector within thirty days 
of receipt of approval of the tax rate unless for good cause the time is extended by the 
department. The collector shall within thirty days after receipt of the warrant from the 
selectmen (assessors) send out the tax bills unless for good cause the time is extended 
by this department. 


RSA 76:11-a Information Required. The tax bill which is sent to every person taxed, 
or his agent, if known, as provided in section 11, shall show the rate of municipal, 
school and county taxes separately, and each bill shall also show the assessed valuation 
of all lands and buildings for which said person is being taxed. The 1978 rate break- 
down reflects a proportionate share of the Reimbursement a/c Property Exempted by 
1970 Special Session for each unit of government. 


RSA 76:13 provides that interest at 9% per annum shall be charged upon all taxes 
except resident taxes not paid on or before Dec. 1, except that in the case where a tax 
bill was sent to a taxpayer on or after Nov. 2 and before April 1st, interest shall not be 
charged until 30 days after the bills are mailed. The collector shall state on the bill the 
date from which interest will be charged. 


The tax bill which you mail must contain the date from which interest will be charged 

and this date is determined by the date you send the last bill on the list committed to 

you. It is also required by statute that you notify this department in writing of the date 

on which you send the last bill. There is enclosed a form for this purpose.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


Following the vote at Town Meeting last year to close the branch room housed 
in the Community Center, we moved all books and furniture to the main library. As 
we had suspected there were many duplicate volumes and many good books that we 
were unaware of since they had never been catalogued. We have spent most of this 
year integrating these books into our collection, rearranging the library to accomo- 
date them, and working at the mechanics of having all books properly prepared for 
circulation. This is the behind-the-scenes work that the average patron does not 
see. We are most grateful to the few dedicated Friends of the Library who are help- 
ing with this very time consuming process. 

Events sponsored by the Library during the year included a delightful talk by 
Elizabeth Yates, held in the Town Hall to accomodate the more than 50 people who 
atttended. Punch and cookies were served in the Library afterwards and many stay- 
ed to meet Miss Yates. The annual Food and Book Sale netted $374.32. Thank you 
for your support and patronage. In November we recognized Children’s Book Week 
with a poster contest for the children of Wilmot. Eight posters were submitted and 
prizes awarded in three age groups. Tomie de Paola read one of his new books. We 
hope to make this an annual event that will encourage young peoples’ interest in 
the Library. Also scheduled was the Spooky Story Hour for Hallowe’en presented 
by Al Schoeler. 

Tomie de Paola succeeded Susanne Rolland as trustee, in September. His wide 
knowledge of juvenile literature will be a great asset to us. 

A new furnace was installed during the summer. We feel that this has helped 
considerably in the efficient use of fuel oil. However, your trustees feel that insula- 
tion of the walls of the building is also necessary. We hope that this can be 
accomplished this year. In order to stretch our budget as far as possible, we have 
compacted library hours to three successive days during the winter so that the 
building will not be heated and cooled intermittently. Also, we are purchasing 
paperbound books when it is feasible in order to have as many volumes as possible 
available for our patrons. 

We wish to express our gratitude to Mary Jane Schoeler, librarian. Her dedica- 
tion and devotion to her library duties extend far beyond the remuneration she 
receives. And our thank-yous to all the volunteers who take their turns at the cir- 
culation desk. But the library would not continue to grow and be a viable part of our 
community without the support of you, the townspeople. Thank you.

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REPORT OF THE WILMOT CEMETERY TRUSTEES 


Our major effort in 1979 dealt with the Carr Hill Cemetery. To this end, Perry’s 
Granite Memorials of Tilton was once again engaged to do the work. Many stones 
were cleaned and most tipped stones were straightened, with some being reset in 
cement bases. Broken stones were cemented where possible; those beycnd that 
type of repair were set horizontally in cement, flush with the ground. The over-all 
picture now is much more pleasing and will be improved further by raking, fertiliz- 
ing and spot seeding, which is planned for the coming year. 

Bruce Stirling continued to be responsible for upkeep of all town cemeteries 
excepting Church and Pine Hill, which are under the care of the Pine Hill Cemetery 
Association. It is his considered opinion, after using the town-owned, gas powered 
trimmer for a season, that this particular model is not adequate in size or power for 
the type of work and length of time required in the cemeteries. He does feel, how- 
ever, that a heavy duty machine would perform satisfactorily and would pay for it- 
self in savings of time and gas. 

There was a problem with breakage and theft of Veterans’ flag holders, the 
theft presumably due to the increasing value of iron; therefore, although we would 
have preferred to continue with metal, plastic holders with aluminium stakes were 
purchased for replacement purposes and for future need. 

The long-range plan of restoration called for major work in three other 
cemeteries: North Road, Stearns and Tewksbury. One of these projects will be un- 
dertaken in 1980. 

The trustees hope that residents will continue to feel an obligation and a desire 
to preserve a part of their heritage and will continue to support us as we work to im- 
plement this plan.

This is a financial report of the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Company, Inc., including the 
town of Wilmot 1979 appropriation and money raised by the members of the fire com- 
pany in 1979. 


During the year most of our efforts were directed toward maintenance of equipment 
and fire house repairs, with very little expenditure for new equipment. Fortunately we 
can accomplish most of the work ourselves, without the expense of outside help. 


We are presently in the process of revamping our equipment truck with new racks 
and storage bins. Painting and refurbishing of the fire house exterior is on the agenda 
for this year. The purchase of FM radio equipment is also being contemplated, as most 
of the Mutual-Aid District Member Departments have already converted from the AM 
radio communication system. 


The fire company responded to 16 alarms in Wilmot during the year, and most were 
of a minor nature, with the exception of a mobile home fire in North Wilmot. The 
majority of the calls were for chimney fires. We also assisted in 6 mutual-aid fires. 
Numerous drills and work parties were held. 


The weekly radio check with the Kearsarge Mutual-Aid District is still conducted, 
along with the check of our fire phones through the New London Dispatch Center. 


We wish to thank the Selectmen, Police Department, Director of Civil Defense, 
Townspeople, and all who assisted in our various projects, for their generous coopera- 
tion, support, and assistance.
